Dear Govemor: 

As Chairman of the Fort Sill Apache Tribe, the successors to the Chiricahua and Warm 
Springs Apaches, I would like to request a meeting with you as soon as possible on 
issues surrounding the Tribe's economic development plans on its reservation at Akela, 
New Mexico. Over the course of the Tribe's repatriation to and establishment of the 
Tribe's reservation in its aboriginal homeland in New Mexico, we have had to deal with a 
number of misconceptions regarding the events that have led up to the present situation. 

One of these misconceptions is that the Tribe at some time in some way has agreed 
never to engage in gaming on the reservation at Akela. This is not the case. We have 
recently delivered documents to your staff that detail the actual history and events 
surrounding the transfer of the Akela land rnto to the U.S. Government in trust for the 
benetit of the Tribe. As this issue has now been specifically addressed in the media, we 
need to brief you on the actual history of that issue, among others. 

Also, as you know, the Tribe has initiated the Section 20 two-part process under IGRA 
which would qualify the Tribe for gaming on its reservation. It is the intent of the Tribe to 
pursue this two-part process in which the Secretary of the Interior will contact you to 
seek input into the project and implementing a Class III gaming operation under the 
existing New Mexico Tribal-State Class llf Gaming Compacts, similar to other New 
Mexico tribes and pueblos. 

Thank you very much for your consideration on this matter. I look torward to meeting 
with you as soon as possible. I will make myself available for a meeting at your earliest 
convenience.

Not-for-profit wholesale power supplier Tri-State Generation and Transmission 
Association today filed a legal challenge to the Environmental Protection Agency's 
costly Mercury and Air Toxic Standards (MATS) Rule.

"The EPA's MATS rule harms rural electric consumers," said Ken Anderson, 
executive vice president and general manager of Tri-State. "The rule was developed 
in a flawed regulatory process, will impose substantial and unwarranted costs on 
existing plants, and will effectively prohibit the construction of newcoal plants." 

Tri-State responsibly generates reliable and affordable electricity for its member 
electric cooperatives and complies with increasingly rigorous state and federal laws. 
Tri-State's coal-fired power plants are low emitters of mercury and comply with 
stringent state mercury limits in Colorado and New Mexico. In fact, Tri-State's Nucla 
Station in western Colorado is listed by the EPA in the database to establish the rule 
as having the lowest mercury emissions of any coal-fired plant in the U.S.; yet the 
plant will still be burdened with additional regulatory requirements under the rule. 

"The EPA overstates the benefits of the rule and underestimates the costs," said 
Anderson. "The rule is unworkable and has an unreaiistic timeframe to implement." 

The rule is one of the most expensive regulatory programs in U.S. history. A 
comprehensive analysis by National Economic Research Associates found that the 
MATS rule and other finalized and pending EPA regulations for power plants using 
coal could cost an average of 183,000 jobs every year from 2012-2020 and increase 
electricity and other energy prices by $170 billion. 

"This rule, along with other recent EPA regulatory actions, appears geared to taking 
coal off the table to help meet our nation's electricity needs," said Anderson. "We 
need all options, including coal, to ensure affordable, reliable and responsible 
power."

Please find attached the tollowing: 

1 . The Section 20 letter and related documents. (Note: I had mentioned this had been sent to your office, 
however, it had not. They were expecting me to deliver it pursuantto the cc and I haven't. So, my fault, but here 
it is.) 

2. The tribal resolution on transterring the Akela property into trust, FSABC-2000-1 9. I believe this is the 
resolution Frank Baca must be reterring to, but it does not make any commitment or promise to never apply for 
gaming status in the future. In fact, it indicates there are no "current plans to develop any type of commercial 
activity on that site" which statement was true at that time. 

3. The Agreement of Compromise and Settlement Recitals in Comanche Nation vs. U.S. of 2007 wherein the Fort 
Sill Apache Tribe was an intervenor. I would particularly call your attention to the recitals in Paragraph 7 of the 
settlement agreement. Also, note the settlement is not just between the Fort Sill Apaches and the Comanches 
but also with the United States, Department of the Interior and was signed off on by the U.S. Attorneys office as 
well. This settlement committed the Fort Sill Apaches to New Mexico for their reservation going torward . 

4. Also, just FYI, the DOI letter informing the Fort Sill Apaches of the transter of the property into trust along with 
the deed transferring the property to the U.S. government as trustee forthe tribe. 

I hope these documents clearthe picture a bit as to how all of this occurred historically. Please contact me if you 
have any questions.
